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PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY ACT. 

An act to provide for the indication hy the registered qualified electors 
of their choice for nomination hy their respective political parties for 
president of the United States through the election of the delegates 
of said political parties to their respective national conventions, and 
to repeal an a,ct approved December 24^ 1911, knoivn as the presi- 
dential primary act, and also to repeal all other acts or parts incon- 
sistent with or in conflict with the provisions of this act. 

[Approved April 28, 1915. Chapter 137, Statutes of 1915. Amended as to 
sections 3, 6, 9 and 13, by an act approved January 11, 1916.] 

The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 

Date and purpose of presidential primary election. 

Section 1. On the first Tuesday in May of each year of the general 
November election at which electors of president and vice president of 
the United States are to be chosen, there shall be held a primary nomi- 
nating election, to be known as the May presidential primary election, 
at which the registered qualified electors shall have opportunity, on 
separate party ballots provided for that purpose, to elect the delegates 
of their respective political parties to their respective national conventions 
for the nomination of their party candidates for president and vice 
president of the United States, thereby indicating the preference of said 
electors for their presidential nominee. 

Delegates to national conventions, to be elected at large. 

Sec. 2. The chairman of the state central committee, or, after the 
year 1916, the chairman of the congressional party committee, of each 
of the political parties qualified to participate in the election provided 
for in this act shall notify the secretary of state on or before the first 
day of March of each year of the general November election at which 
electors of president and vice president of the United States are to be 
chosen, as to the number of delegates to represent the state in the next 
national convention of his said party. If said chairmen, or any of them, 
fail to file such notice, it shall be the duty of the secretary of state to 
ascertain the said number of delegates from the call for said national 
convention issued by the national committee of each party whose chairman 
has failed to notify him as aforesaid. The delegates who shall represent 
each political party at its national convention shall all be elected by the 
voters of the state at large. The secretary of state shall, on or before 
the tenth day of March of the year of the May presidential primary 
election, certify to the county clerk or registrar of voters of each county, 
or city and county, the number of delegates to be so elected by each of the 
political parties qualified to participate in the said election. Any political 
party shall be qualified to participate in the May presidential primary 
election which is qualified to participate in the August primary election 
according to the provisions of the "direct primary law.' 
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Nomination papers of candidates for delegate. The group system. 

Sec. 3. The names of persons to be voted upon as delegates to the 
respective national conventions of the several political parties shall be 
printed upon the ballots of their respective parties upon the filing of 
nomination papers substantially as provided in the direct primary law; 
provided, however, that the only party test that shall be required of each 
of the five qualified electors provided for in subdivision 25 of section 5 
of said direct primary law shall be a declaration on his part in the 
document by which verification deputies are appointed that it is his 
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to the second column ; and similarly for all other groups. The left hai 
column shall be headed in heavy face, ten point, gothic type, the followin, 

"candidates pbefebbing " 

(The blank being filled in by the name of that candidate for president] 
nominee for whom the members of the group in said left hand colun 
have expressed a preference.) The second column shall be similar 
headed except that the name of the candidate shall be that preferred I 
the members of the group in said second column; and so on for as mai 
columns as may have groups who have expressed a preference f< 
presidential nominee. 

To the right of the last column headed by the name of a candidate f< 
presidential nominee shall be a column headed by the words "No pre 
erence," in heavy face, ten point, gothic type, in which column sha 
appear the names of all candidates for delegate who have expressed e 
preference for presidential nominee, or who have expressed a preferen< 
for a presidential nominee who has not endorsed said candidates, eithc 
personally, or through the state political organization created in suppoi 
of his candidacy, as such endorsement is provided for in section 3 of thj 
act. To the right of the last column shall be a column headed by th 
words "Blank column" in heavy face, ten point, gothic type, which colum 
shall contain as many blank spaces as there are delegates to be electe 
by the political party concerned. In case that there are no names o 
candidates for delegate to be placed in a "No preference column," sue] 
"No preference column" shall be omitted from the ballot, and the "Blanl 
column" as herein provided for shall be placed to the right of and con 
tiguous to the last column headed by the surname of a candidate fo: 
presidential nominee. 

The names of the various candidates for delegates shall be printed ii 
eight point, roman capital type, under their respective preferences foi 
presidential nominee or in the no preference column,- as heretofore prO' 
vided in this act. The names of each group on the ballot shall b^ 
numbered in heavy face, eight point type. The order of names for each 
column upon the ballot shall be the same as the order in which such 
names were filed with the secretary of state ; provided, that above the 
individual names in each column, if any, shall appear the group of names, 
if any, which has received the endorsement referred to in section 3 of 
this act. 

A blank column one-half inch wide shall be left upon the ballot opposite 
each group of names and to the right of the column of voting squares for 
the individual names and separated from it by a light dotted line, which 
blank column shall contain a square in which may be stamped a cross ( X ) 
which shall be counted as a vote for each and every name in the group 
opposite. Lengthwise along this blank column shall be printed "A cross 
( X ) stamped in this square shall be counted for each name of the group 
to the left." The line separating any name from any other name not in 
a group or from any group of names shall be heavier than any line 
separating the individual names in such group, and shall extend across 
the blank column provided for in this paragraph. Below the top line 
of this extension shall be printed in small heavy face type the words 
"top of group," and above the bottom line of the extension, the words 
"end of group." 

Alternates to the convention, how chosen. 

Sec. 5. The delegates to each national party convention elected at 
the May presidential primary election, shall, before leaving the state to 
attend the convention, meet together and select alternates to the conven- 
tion. The number of alternates to be selected shall be no greater than one 
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for each delegate, and each alternate most be selected from the con- 
i gressional district of the delegate for whom he is an alternate ; and the 

method of selection shall be as determined upon by the majority of the 

v^hole number of delegates who have been elected- to the convention. The 
' duties of an alternate shall be those usually appertaining to that position, 
. and as prescribed by each party in the call for its national convention. 

The alternate of any such delegate as may be unable to attend the con- 
* mention, shall attend the convention in his place, and shall otherwise 
j discharge the duties of said delegate, but shall not vote in place of said 
. delegate when said delegate is occupying his seat at the convention. 

, Registration requisite. Statement of party affiliation. 

, Sec. 6. For purposes of the May presidential primary election only 
; the new registration, beginning on January 1st of the year in which such 

May presidential primary election is held, shall be used. Any person 
j registered in accordance with the provisions of this section and of 
liSection 1096 of the Political Code and who, on asking for his party ballot 

at the polls, writes, or has written, and declares his political affiliation as 
tin this section provided shall be qualified to vote at such election. On 
j writing his name or having it written for him on the roster, as provided 
I by law for general elections in this state, he shall likewise write or have 

written upon the roster the name of the political party with which he 
[intends to affiliate in voting for candidates for office at the next ensuing 
Uyfovember election. He shall then, in an audible tone of voice, declare 

CO the election officer from whom he receives his ballot the name of such 
[political party with which he intends to affiliate, and the clerk whose duty 
lit is, according to law, to write the name of the elector on the poll list, 

fhall also write opposite such name the name of said political party with 
irhich the elector declares it his intention to affiliate. Thereupon said 
f lector shall be given the ticket of that political party only with which 
!fae thus declares himself affiliated, and he shall be permitted to vote only 
^uch ticket. Any person qualified by the provisions of this section to vote 
fat any May presidential primary election shall also be qualified to sign 
The nomination papers of any person to be voted upon at such primary 
election. 
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Heading of ballot. Instructions to voters. 

Sec. 7. The ballot to be used at the May presidential primary election 
shall be prepared according to the provisions of sections 3 and 4 of this 
ct, and also according to such provisions of the "direct primary law" as 
liare applicable to this act and not in conflict with its provisions ; provided^ 
|that the words at the top of the ballot shall be "Official presidential 
jprimary election ballot," and that the instructions to voters shall be as 
jfollows: "To vote for a person whose name appears on the ballot, stamp 
ta cross ( X ) in the square at the right of the name of the person for 
.whom you desire to vote; or if you wish to vote for all of a group of 
'persons, stamp a cross ( X ) in the square opposite such group which 
I cross shall be counted for each name of the group. A group consists of 
' candidates for delegates nominated on the same nomination paper. To 
I vote for a person whose name is not printed on the ballot, write his 
name in the blank space provided for that purpose; and it is optional, 
, but not necessary, to stamp a cross after such name." 

There shall be printed in heavy face, twelve point, gothic type, across 
j the page above the columns of candidates for delegates, the words, "For 

delegates to national convention vote for , either as indi- 

' viduals or by group, but do not vote for more than " (the blanks 

' being filled in by the number of delegates to be elected by the political 
partx^concerned) . 

r 'The ballot shall be printed substantially in the following form : .

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Number of official ballots to be furnished. Mailing of sample ballots. 

Sec. 8. The county clerk of each county, or registrar of voters in any 
city or county, shall distribute to each precinct, as near as may be, twice 
as many official ballots for each party as were cast in the precinct for 
the candidate of that party for United States senator at the last election 
in this state at which a United States senator was elected; and if the 
number of ballots so furnished proves insufficient, additional ballots must 
be furnished by the county clerk on demand by the board of election 
officials of the precinct One sample ballot of each party shall be mailed 
to every elector entitled to vote at the May presidential primary election, 
not more than ten days nor less than five days before the election. This 
sample ballot for each party shall be one-half the dimensions, as near 
as may be, of the official ballot for such party, and shall otherwise be 
of the same form, and contain the same names and heading, as the 
official ballot; and above the first line of said heading shall appear the 
words "Sample ballot (reduced to one-quarter size) of the." 

Provisions of direct primary law to apply. 

Sec. 9. The provisions of the direct primary law shall govern the 
May presidential primary election in so far as said provisions are applic- 
able to said election and are not inconsistent with or in conflict with the 
provisions of this act. 

Preparation of forms. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state and the attorney 
general to prepare, on or before the first day of January, 1916, all forms 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act, which forms shall be 
substantially followed in all presidential primary elections held in pur- 
suance hereof. 

Name of act. 
Sec. ll. This act shall be known as the presidential primary act. 

Conflicting acts repealed. 

Sec. 12. The act approved December 24, 1911, known as the presi- 
dential primary act, is hereby repealed, and all other acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with or in conflict with the provisions of this act are 
also hereby repealed. 

Election called and provided for. 

Sec. 13. The first May presidential primary election to be held under 
the provisions of this act shall be held on the. second day of May, 1916, and 
a presidential primary election to be. held on the said second day of 
May, 1916, is hereby called and provided for. 
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THE PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY ACT. 

An Analysis of Its Theory and Practical Workings. 

By C. O. Young, 
Speaker of the Assembly and Author of the Act. 

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

This Presidential Primary Act of 1915 is a re-enactment, with certain 
substantial alterations, of the original presidential primary act of 1911. 
At the time of the adoption of the original act, California was only the 
sixth state in the Union to pass such a measure. Since that time the 
experience of other states, and particularly the experience of our own 
state, has thrown sufficient light upon the subject of presidential prima- 
ries to enable us to shorten, and to simplify materially, the original law. 

The extra legislative session of January, 1916, made a few formal 
amendments to certain sections of the act of 1915, but these amendments 
in no way affect the law in so far as its substance is concerned. They 
were made solely to clear up various uncertainties of reference to the 
direct primary law — uncertainties of so grave a nature as to have made 
doubtful the possibility of holding any presidential primary election in 
1916 except through the enactment of these amendments. 

Before entering into our analysis of the practical workings of the law, 
it may be well to discuss briefly some of the objects to be accomplished by 
legislation of this kind, and to point out some of the features in which 
this differs from the old law, with the reasons for making the changes. 

1. The Election and its Purpose. 

On the first Tuesday in May of each presidential election year a primary Seo, 1. 
nominating election is provided for, to be known as the May presidential 
primary election, and to be held for the purpose of selecting in each 
party that group of delegates to its national party convention whom the 
party voters in the state wish as their representatives in the convention. 
Although these primary elections are in reality distinct and separate 
party elections, on a separate and distinct ballot for each party, they 
are, for the sake of convenience and economy, all held on the same day, 
at the same polling places, and before the same set of election officials. 

2. Parties Qualified to Participate in Election. 

The presidential primary election m^y be participated in by each of Sec, 2. 
the political parties which at the last preceding November election polled g^^ ^ 
at least three per cent of the total vote of the State; or, in case a new Direct 
national party should arise, such new party may qualify for the presi- f^^^^^ 
d-ential primary by a petition signed by at least three per cent of the State's 
total vote. By the first of these two^^ provisions the Democratic, Pro- 
gressive, Prohibitionist, Republican, and Socialist parties are all qualified • 
to hold a presidential primary election on May 2d of 1916. 

3. Election of Delegates to National Party Conventions. 

As has been indicated above, the chief purpose of the presidential pri- g^c, 1. 
mary election is to enable the voters of each party to select directly the 
delegates to its national convention. One of the reasons why dele- 
gates to national conventions frequently give so little heed to the desire 
of the fellow partisans of their state as to their presidential nominee is 
this — that, being chosen themselves through the medium of a state con- 
vention, they do not feel themselves directly responsible to their people.

8eo, i. Accordingly, every state enacting a law for the expression of presidential 
preference has rounded oat the law by a provision for the direct election 
of delegates *'to their respective national conventions for the nomination 
of their party candidates for president and vice-president of the United 
States." 

4. Omission of Vote on Presidential Preference. 

The former presidential primary act of 1911 provided two ways by 
which the voters of a party might express their choice for presidential 
nominee. The direct way was by a direct vote for the preference of the 
voter as to his presidential candidate. The indirect way was by electing 
convention delegates who favored such candidate, but who had pledged 
themselves to support the candidate ultimately chosen as the state's 
preference. 

Thus each voter was supposed to cast two votes, one for his presidential 
preference, and one for delegates favoring such preference, but pledged 
to carry out the state's preference. If every voter would take care to 
cast the two votes, all would be well. But experience showed that many 
voters marked their ballots on only one of these two issues. The danger 
therefore arose that in a dose election the state might express a preference 
for one candidate, and at the same time elect delegates who were all 
personally in favor of another candidate. The result would inevitably be 
that the delegates, who by their pledge were forced to support the state's 
preference, would do so in a very half-hearted manner. 

This actually occurred at the last national Republican convention 
where the delegates from a state which had declared for a certain candi- 
date as its preference carried out their pledge by giving him their vote 
on the final ballot, it is true, but in the organizing of the convention, and 
in every other way, did everything in their power to defeat him. 

Accordingly, in this new presidential primary act only one vote is 
provided for, namely upon the groups of candidates for delegate who 
See. 1, have announced themselves in favor of one or another of the presidential 
candidates. By casting his ballot for that group which favors the candi- 
date of his own preference, the voter is thus able indirectly to express his 
own preference, and, at the same time, to cast a vote for the delegates 
who will themselves be anxious to carry out that preference. 

5. No Expression as to Candidate for Vice-President. 

Although many of the other presidential primary states have also pro- 
vided for a vice-presidential preference, it has, nevertheless, been thought 
best to omit that feature from our law. At the early date when a presi- 
dential primary election must necessarily take place, sentiment regarding 
a candidate for vice-president, except for "favorite son candidates," 
is, to say the least, very vague. In fact, the most available candidate 
for vice-president is almost always necessarily determined by geographical 
considerations, depending upon the section of the country from which the 
presidential candidate is chosen — a condition generally not to be deter- 
mined until the convention actually ^assembles. Hence the omission from 
the California law. 

6. The Election to be "At Large.'' 

Some of the presidential primary states provide that only four dele- 
gates to the convention shall be elected at large, while the remainder 
shall be elected by congressional districts. Others of the states provide 
that all delegates shall be elected at large. The advantages of a district 
plan of election are greater simplicity of the ballot and a nearer con- 
formity to the call for the convention as issued by the national com- 
mittee of at least one of the great national parties. As to the latter point. 
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however, it is manifestly true that a state election law, framed to apply Sfco. «. 
to all political parties^ cannot be shaped by the varying exactions of any 
one of those parties, since the requirements of two political parties on 
vital issues may very easily be absolutely opposed ; in which case, if party 
requirements were to rule, no law at all would be possible. 

The political party referred to above has evidently conceded this point; 
for although at its last convention it unseated certain delegates elected at 
large according to the California law, on the ground that its call for the 
convention required election by districts, it has recently made the ruling 
that its convention will henceforth recognize all delegates of its party 
elected by a state presidential primary law, no matter what the provisions 
of such law may be. 

The method of election "at large" has been retained for exactly the 
same reason that presidential electors are elected at large. For it may 
well be pointed out that the election of delegates at large to nominate a 
president, is entirely analogous to and consistent with the subsequent 
election at large of presidential electors to elect the president In each 
case the state acts as a unit, and as determined by the majority of 
those who take part in the election. 

There is a considerable practical advantage, also, in enabling the 
state to act as a unit in the convention. States in which the votes of the 
delegates are evenly divided between opposing candidates lose their 
influence and power of leadership by this very division, and are of much 
less weight in determining the issues of the convention than are far 
smaller states which are able to put forward the strength of a unified 
and harmonious delegation. 

7. Delegate's Statement of Preference. 

In the California presidential primary act, a feature of the New Jersey Beo. S. 
law has been followed, in providing that each candidate for delegate may, 
at his option, indicate his personal preference for presidential nominee, 
which preference shall be shown upon the ballot. This expression of 
preference serves the double purpose of directly stating to the voter the 
stand taken by each candidate for delegate on the question of presidential 
nominees, and of providing a method of simplifying an otherwise cumber- 
some ballot, by assembling the various candidates for delegate under their 
respective choices for president- The manner in which delegates will 
undoubtedly, in most instances, be proposed for nomination under a law 
such as this, is for the supporters of some potential presidential candidate 
to help make up a ticket of delegates who favor such candidate, and to 
circulate a nomination paper which will put this entire group of delegates 
upon the party ballot. Delegates who are thus placed in nomination as 
members of a group must file this statement of preference. If any one 
fails to file it, his name is omitted from the ballot, the rest of the group 
appearing without him. 

8. Omission of Biographical Sketch. 

The former presidential primary act provided that together with the 
sample ballot should be sent a three-hundred word biographical sketch of 
each of the candidates for presidential nomination. The experience of our 
last presidential primary election demonstrated this provision to be 
valueless and unwise. 

In the first place, it was found impossible to condense into three hun- 
dred words any biography of a presidential candidate which would convey 
any information about him other than that with which the voters were 
already acquainted. In the second place, there being no way of censoring 
these "biographical sketches," they showed a tendency to degenerate into 
mere campaign arguments. Hence they have been omitted in this revision 
of the act 
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9. The Grouping of Delegates. 

Sec. S. I^ California the population is so large that, by the state-wide system 

of electing delegates, at the present time no less than twenty-six to thirty 
delegates must be voted for on each ballot. In the case of the average 
voter the thing of supreme interest will be his preference as to presidential 
nominee, and his test as to the delegates he shall vote for will be their 
support of this nominee. In most cases the individuality of the delegate 
means little to him, since it is the one thing that has not been made a 
campaign issue. To select twenty-six or more delegates, one by one, out 
of a hundred or more candidates is an unwelcome, and, to his mind, 
unnecessary task, except to the extent of ascertaining their agreement 
with him on the presidential question. 

Accordingly, in the California law a unique provision has been made, 
by which delegates, chosen at large from various sections of the state, 
and a unit in the support of a certain presidential candidate, may be 
voted for, either as individuals if the voter so wishes, or, if he prefers, as 
a group by the stamping of a single cross opposite the whole group in a 
voting square provided for that purpose. Thus, the stamping of one cross 
will be sufficient to vote the entire presidential primary ballot. 

10. The Registration Required. 
8eo. 1, The presidential primary election takes place in May of an even num- 

8eo, 6, bered year. The new registration commences on January 1st of such year. 
The former act permitted voters at the presidential primary to be regis- 
tered either in this new registration, or in the old registration of the 
previous two years. This has now been changed to conform to a law 
which cancels the old registration on April 1st of each even numbered 
year, and voters can now vote at the presidential primary only if they 
have registered since the first of the year in which such primary is held. 
The law requiring new registration has been made necessary, partly 
because, owing to removals and the like, a register two years old practically 
becomes obsolete, and partly because the changes in precinct boundaries 
which are made at the beginning of each even numbered year render the 
old indexes of registration unworkable at the polls of the new precincts. 

Accordingly it will be necessary for all voters who take part in this 
coming presidential primary to register during January, February, or 
March of this year. This provision applies both to voting and to the 
signing of nomination papers. 

11. Party Affiliation to Be Declared at Polls. 

The former provision of the Political Code which required voters on 
registering to state their party affiliation has now been repealed. This 
new presidential primary act consequently provides that the voter shall 
make declaration of his party affiliation at the polls, and shall receive the 
ballot of the party named by him in such declaration. 

In a case argued before it January 31, 1916, the Supreme Court ruled 
that, for purposes of the direct primary election, as the direct primary law 
existed prior to the taking effect of the amendments passed at the extra 
session of January, 1916, the elector might require of the county clerk that 
a statement of his party affiliation be inserted upon his affidavit of regis- 
tration. 

This Supreme Court decision, however, does not affect the presidential 
primary election in any way, since the presidential primary act now in 
effect provides for the declaration of party affiliation at the polls on presi- 
dential primary election day. Accordingly all electors who have registered 
during 1916 will be permitted to vote in the coming presidential primary 
election (or to sign the nomination papers for candidates to be voted upon 
at that election) on an exactly equal footing, whether they have or have not 
made statement, when registering, of their party affiliation. 
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THE OPERATION OF THE LAW. 

Having thus roughly outlined the conceptions on which the theory 
of this law is based, it remains to trace it in its practical workings as 
regards the candidate and the voter. 

PARTY NOTIFICATION RESPECTING DELEGATES. 

On or before March 1st of each year of a presidential election, the Sec. 2. 
chairman of the state central committee of each political party shall 
notify the secretary of state, as to the number of delegates to be sent by 
California to the national convention of his party. {Form 1.) Any 
political party qualified to participate in the August primary election, 
shall also be qualified to participate in the presidential primary election, 
for the ascertaining of the party presidential preference through the 
election of delegates to the convention. 

SECRETARY OF STATE'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

On or before March 10th, the secretary of state shall certify to each Sec, 2. 
county clerk or registrar of voters, the number of delegates to be elected 
by each of the political parties qualified to participate in the coming 
presidential primary convention. (Form 2.) 

NOMINATION PAPERS. 

The provisions of sections 5 to 7, inclusive, of the direct primary law Sec. S. 
shall govern the circulation and filing of nomination papers for the candi- Sec. 5-7. 
dates for delegate created by this act (Forms 7, 8, and 9), subject to the p^^ary 
following restrictions : Law. 

(1) The minimum number of signatures required shall be one-half of Sec. $. 
one per cent of the party's vote for its candidate who as the candidate of 

that party only received the highest vote at the last general election. 

(2) The full number of delegates who have signed statements of Sec. S. 
preference for a certain presidential candidate may all be nominated as 

a group on the same nomination paper, providing no less than two nor 
more than four of such group shall reside in the same congressional 
district. (Form 8.) 

(3) This group of candidates for delegate must be endorsed by the Sec. S. 
candidate for presidential nomination or, in order to dispense with the 
necessity of affirmative avowal of candidacy for president, by some unre- 
pudiated organization of his supporters. This safeguard is necessary to 
prevent the opponents of such presidential candidate from nominating a 
spurious group of candidates for delegate in addition to another group 
which has such endorsement, thus dividing the two and preventing his own 
genuine delegation from being elected. 

(4) The names of the several candidates making up the group may be Sec, 4' 
printed in any order that may be desired, thus allowing the names of the 
strongest candidates to appear first on the ticket The first column of 

the party ballot shall be occupied by that group which first files its 
nomination paper, the second column by the group which files second, 
and so on. 

VERIFICATION DEPUTIES. * 

Verification deputies to secure signatures to the nomination paper of Sec. S. 
any candidate for delegate shall be appointed as provided in section 5, 
subdivision 2a and 26, of the direct primary law. (Forma 3 and 5.) In 
case the nomination paper is for a group of candidates —

be nominated. 

THE NOMINATION OP THE QBOUP. 

See. S. As a matter of practice, it may be anticipated that the groups upon 

the ballot of any party will be selected by the respective campaign 
committees of the several candidates for presidential nomination in such 
party. This allows every candidate an absolutely fair and equal oppor- 
tunity to obtain, as the delegates to support him at the convention, a single 
well co-ordinated, wisely selected group of loyal adherents. 

Moreover, owing to the requirement that at least two of the group 
shall come from each congressional district, it is believed that every interest 
of the State — agricultural, mining, commercial, and the like — will have 
its proper influence in the construction of the national party platform. 
Not only will each district be represented, but, also, owing to the rivalry 
of the respective supi>orters of the various presidential candidates, such 
strong tickets of delegates will naturally be selected for each group, that 
each section of the State is morally certain to be represented by its ablest 
men, no matter which group wins. 

THE NOMINATION OF INDIVIDUALS. 

See. S. All candidates for delegate, except this one semi-ofBcial group for each 

presidential candidate as above described, shall appear upon the ballots as 
individuals. Though there can, of course, be no limit to the number of 
individuals who may thus seek to be elected delegate, as a matter of 
experience there will probably rarely be any other candidates than those 
comprising the groups above described. 

THE candidate's AFFIDAVIT. 

8eo. S, Each candidate for delegate, whether nominated in a group or not, shall 

Sec. 5. file with the secretary of state his individual aflldavit, {Form IS), such 
DWeci ^ aflSdavit to be filed at or before the time of filing his nomination papers, 
Primary and to be in form substantially like that provided for in section 5, sub- 
Law. division 4, of the direct primary law. 

Sec. S. With this affidavit, at the option of the candidate, may be filed his 

expression of presidential preference contained in his delegate's state- 
ment, as outlined on a previous page of this analysis. {Form 12.) 
Groups of candidates, as has already been stated, must always sign the 
statement of preference in order to have their names printed as a group 
in the same nomination paper. Otherwise their nomination is void, as 
having failed to fulfil the pre-requisite of group nomination. 

THE OBOUP ON THE BALLOT. 

Sec. S. Whenever such a group of candidates for delegate, selected from the 

various congressional districts as provided above, shall be endorsed by the 
presidential candidate for whom they have expressed a preference, or by 
any unrepudiated campaign committee or like organization created in 
support of such presidential candidate, {Form 14) i such group shall be 
printed as a group upon the ballot, immediately below the name of the 
candidate for whom they have expressed preference. 

Sec. 7. The candidates who make up this group may be voted for either as a 

group or as individual candidates. If as individuals, a portion of the 
group may be voted for, in combination, if the voter wishes, with any other 
candidates for delegate anywhere on the ballot; the only restriction being 
that, in all, no more than twenty-six delegates — or such other number 
as is to be elected — shall be voted for. 
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An examination of the ballot to be used at the presidential primary Sec. 7. 
election will show it to be as simple as a ballot can possibly be. Except 
for the very small minority of voters who will prefer to vote for the 
individual candidates of one or more groups, the operation of voting will 
consist in the stamping of a single cross, thus declaring the voter's pref- 
erence for his party's presidential candidate, and at the same time electing 
the twenty-six, or other number of, delegates to help support that pref- 
erence in the convention. 

CESTIFIGATIONS OF COUNTY CLERK AND SECBETABY OF STATE. 

All nomination papers provided for in this act shall, at least forty days 8eo. 5, 
before the election, be left with the different county clerks or registrars nE^h "*• 
of voters for examination. Within five days after being so left they shall Primary 
be forwarded to the secretary of state for filing, with a certificate as to ^^'^' 
the number of authentic signatures they contain. (Forms 10 and 11.) 

The secretary of state shall thereupon certify to the county clerks and 
registrars of voters, a list of all the candidates who have received a suffi- 
cient number of nomination papers to enable their names to go upon their 
respective party ballots, indicating the preference of each candidate for Sec. 10. 
delegate, if any, for presidential nominee. {Form 15.) The county clerk Direct 
shall thereupon publish the necessary notice regarding the election. -P***^®'*!/ 
(Form 16.) ^'''^' 

SAMPLE BALLOTS. 

By a recent change in the sections of the Political Code regarding chap. 198. 
registration, as far as the presidential primary election is concerned the ^^^^^^^^ 
voter need no longer declare his party affiliation when registering, such ^' 
declaration being reserved till the time of the primary. Accordingly, it 
will no longer be possible to send out to the voter only the sample ballot 
of his party, since at the time of sending out the sample ballot there is 
no way of telling what his party is. 

This law provides, therefore, that sample ballots of all the parties be Sec. 8. 
sent out to each voter. In order to save expense, however, and to keep 
the package of sample ballots from being too unwieldy, each of them is 
reduced to one quarter the size of the official ballot 

These sample ballots shall be sent to the voters not less than five days, 
nor more than ten days, before the date of the election. 

SEPABATE PABTY BALLOTS. 

The ballots to be used by the different parties qualified to participate 8eo. 8. 
in the presidential primary election shall be given out to each voter in 8ec. 6. 
accordance with the party with which, on asking for his party ballot, he 
declares it his intention to affiliate. As far as the presidential primary 
election is concerned, no attention will be paid to any party affiliation 
which may or may not have been declared by the voter when registering. 
The only declaration of the voter's party affiliation which counts for this 
election is the declaration made at the polls. Two separate records of 
this declaration of party affiliation shall be preserved, thus deterring 
voters from casting a ballot outside their own party. 

THE NO-PBEFEBENCE COLUMN. 

Besides the columns containing the names of candidates for delegate. Sec. 4. 
who have declared their preference for one or another of the presidential 
candidates, there is also a "No-Preference Column," in which will appear 
the names of those candidates for delegate, if any, who havs expressed no 
preference for a presidential candidate, or have expressed a preference 
for some other candidate than is named on the ballot among the list of 
presidential candidates. In case there are no names of candidates to go Sec. S. 
in this "No-Preference Column," the column shall be omitted from the 
ballot.

THE BLANK COLUMN. 

See. 4, To the right of the no-preference column there is a blank column, in 

which the voter may write in the names of the candidates for delegate for 
whom he desires to vote, but whose names are not printed upon the ballot. 

THE ELECTION AND ITS RESULTS. 

The May presidential primary election shall take place on the first 
Tuesday in May, and shall be conducted in all respects like the August 
primary election under the provisions of the direct primary law. After the 
returns have been duly canvassed and sent to the secretary of state, he 
shall, not later than the twenty-^t day after the election, compile the 
returns for each party by congressional districts, and shall issue to each 
of the delegates elected by each of the political parties, a certificate of his 
election. (Form 17.) 

ALTERNATES TO THE CONVENTION. 

Before leaving the state to attend their national convention, the dele- 
gates elected are required to meet together to select the alternates to the 
convention, — no more than one for each delegate; and, in each case, of 
the same congressional district as the delegate for whom he is an alternate. 
The alternate of any del^ate unable to attend the convention shall be 
accredited to perform any and all of the duties of such absent delegate. 

THE MACHINERY OP THE LAW. 

See, 9, To provide for all the various steps, necessary to carry out an election 

such as is here provided, would have required a very long and detailed 
piece of legislation. Such legislation for a similar primary election was 
already on the statute books in the shape of the "direct primary law." 
This direct primary law has, therefore, been amended in many particulars, 
so as to include the machinery for conducting a presidential primary 
election, and, so far as is applicable, has been made a part of this act by 
special provision therein. 

REPEAL OF FORMER ACT. 

See. 1%, Inasmuch as this act covers all the former act except such portions as 

have not proved wise or necessary, the former act is consequently repealed. 

ELECTION GALLED. 

Bee. IS. In order to carry into immediate effect the formal amendments to this 

act passed at the extra session of January, 1916, thus insuring the possi- 
bility of a presidential primary election for this year, such election is 
expressly called and provided for, to take place on May 2, 1916.

Voters" should be inserted in these forms in place of the words 
''County Clerk."

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INSTRUCTIONS TO CANDIDATES AND COMMIITEES 
IN PREPARING NOMINATION PAPERS. 

To effect uniformity in size, and for convenience in handling and 
filing nomination papers, candidates and committees should comply 
with the instructions herein given relating to Forms 7 and 8 (Sections 
of Nomination Papers Signed by Electors) and Form 9 (Index to 
Nomination Papers). 

The matter contained in each of said forms should be written or 
printed upon paper 11 inches long by 8^ inches wide. 

Where the matter prescribed for a section of a nomination paper, as 
well as the signatures to be signed thereto, can not be contained wholly 
on one page, each section of a nomination paper should consist of a 
single sheet so folded as to contain four pages only, each page being of 
the above designated size ; the four pages should be ninnbered 1, 2, 3, 
and 4?, respectively; the signers' statement should commence on the first 
page, and be followed by lines for signatures and other matter required, 
each of such signature lines being numbered, said numbers running 
consecutively from 1 to 50, with the verification deputy's affidavit on 
the third or fourth pages followed by the note appended to such forms. 
As many of such sections may be used as is necessary to obtain the 
required number of signatures. 

Where the matter prescribed for the Index to the Nomination Paper 
can not be embodied wholly on one page, the second or reverse page 
and both sides of any subsequent sheets of the Index may be used on 
which to continue such Index, all pages being of the above designated 
size. 

AU Index sheets, together with the sections of the Nomination Paper 
to which they relate, shall be firmly bound together at the left-hand edge 
before filing. 

Group Candidates. 

A group of candidates may consist of less than the number to be 
elected by the party named in the Nomination Papers, but must not 
exceed that number, and the members of a group named on a section 
of a Nomination Paper must be identical with those named as candi- 
dates in the document appointing verification deputies to obtain signa- 
tures for such group. 

It is not necessary that the members of a group of candidates be 
selected from each congressional district, but it is necessary that the 
candidates grouped together shall be so selected that the smallest 
number of such candidates who reside in any one congressional 
district shall be no less than the integer of the quotient obtained by 
dividing the number of names of such candidates appearing upon 
the same nomination paper by the total number of congressional 
districts of the State, and that the largest number of such candidates 
who reside in any one congressional district shall be no greater than 
twice said integer; and if not so selected said names shall not be 
grouped together on the ballot, but shall appear thereon as individual 
candidates. 
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There are 11 congressional districts in the State. Assuming, for 
example only, that 26 is the number of candidates which it is desired 
to have nominated and elected as a group, then the group number, 26, 
divided by" the number of congressional districts, 11, gives a quotient 
of 2%i. The integer, 2, of that quotient will be the smallest number 
that can be selected from any one district and twice that number, or 4, 
will be the largest number that can be selected from any one district. 
A^d similarly, by dividing any other group number by 11, the- smallest 
number will be determined by the integer of the resultant quotient, and 
the largest number l)y doubling such integer. If the group number is 
10, or any less number, the quotient will be a fraction and the integer 
in that case will be deemed 1, so that in such case 1 will be the smallest 
number that can be selected from any one district and 2 will be the 
largest number. 

Delegate's Statement. 

In the case of an individual candidate the delegate's statement of 
preference may be filed as a separate document or included in his aflS- 
davit. If filed as a separate document it may be filed at any time not 
later than the time of filing his nomination papers with the Secretary 
of State. 

In the case of a group candidate the delegate's statement of prefer- 
ence and enrollment may be filed as a separate document or included 
in his affidavit. If filed as a separate document it may be filed at any 
time not later than the time of filing his nomination papers with the 
Secretary of State. 

The affidavit of a candidate for delegate, whether or not it includes a 
statement of preference, must be filed with the Secretary of State not 
later than the time of filing the nomination papers containing the candi- 
date 's name. 

Endorsement of Candidates. 

The endorsement of a group of candidates for delegate by a candidate 
for presidential nominee or by a state political organization, and the 
repudiation, if any, by such candidate for presidential nominee, must 
be filed with the Secretary of State. As the Secretary of State is 
required to certify to the county clerk the names of the candidates for 
delegate, by groups as well as individuals, at least thirty days before 
the election in order that the county clerks may make up their sample 
ballots, it is necessary that such endorsements or repudiations, if any, 
be filed with the Secretary of State before the latter has compiled the 
list of candidates to be certified to the county clerks. 

Signing of Nomination Papers. 

An elector may sign nomination papers on behalf of as many candi- 
dates, either individually or as members of groups, as there are dele- 
gates to be elected by the party with which he intends to affiliate at the 
ensuing primary, provided all such candidates are candidates for elec- 
tion by that party, but he can not sign the nomination papers of an 
individual candidate or of a group of candidates twice, and if he has 
signed nomination papers for a group of candidates equal in number 
to the delegates to be elected he can not sign any other nomination 
papers of any other candidate or group of candidates. 
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An elector may sign nomination papers of individual candidates or 
of groups of candidates, or of both, provided the entire number of 
candidates whose nomination papers he signs does not exceed the num- 
ber of delegates to be elected by the party with which he intends to 
affiliate. If he has signed nomination papers of one candidate, either 
as an individual or as one of a group, he can not sign any other nomina- 
tion papers of that candidate either as an individual or as one of the 
same or a different group, or any nomination papers of any candidate 
for election as delegate to the national convention of another political 
party. 

Though an elector may sign nomination papers of a group consisting 
of less than the number to be elected, he can not afterwards sign nom- 
ination papers of more individual candidates than that number thereof 
which added to the number of the group will not exceed the number of 
delegates to be elected ; and if he has signed the nomination papers of 
such a group he can not afterwards sign the nomination papers of any 
group the number of which added to the number in the previous group 
will exceed the number of delegates to be elected. 

An elector otherwise qualified to sign a nomination paper may sign 
such nomination paper regardless of the fact that when registering he 
declared his political affiliation with the same or a different party from 
that stated in the nomination paper, or when registering he failed or 
declined to state any political affiliation. 

Verification Deputies. 

The verification deputies named in any one document must all be 
residents of the same county, and where such deputies are appointed 
by a committee of five, the members of such committee and all such 
deputies must be residents of the same county. In all cases the docu- 
ment appointing verification deputies must be filed with the county 
clerk of the county in which the verification deputies named therein 
reside, at or before the time the nomination papers of the candidate are 
left with the county clerk for examination. 

Verification of Signatures. 

The verification of signatures to a nomination paper shall not be made 
by the candidate nor by any county clerk or registrar of voters, nor by 
any of the deputies in the office of such county clerk or registrar of 
voters, nor within 100 feet of any election booth, polling place, or any 
place where registration of electors is being conducted.
